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: The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


U.S. AGRICULTURAL TRADE 


Cumulative U.S. agricultural exports during October-May 1986 totaled 
$19.1 billion, down $4.4 billion (18 percent) from the same period a year 
earlier. Export volume during the first eight months of fiscal 1986 totaled 
78.6 million tons, off approximately 17 percent from the 95.1 million tons 
exported during the first eight months of fiscal 1985. 


Agricultural exports during May 1986 totaled $1.86 billion, down 
$249 million (12 percent) from May 1985, and 12 percent below the 
$2.12 billion exported during the previous month. Export volume for May 1986 
totaled 6.4 million tons, down about 23 percent from the 8.4 million tons 
exported during May 1985, and 1.3 million tons below the previous month. 


The sharpest year-to-year market declines thus far in fiscal 1986 
continue to be concentrated in exports of wheat, corn, rice, grain sorghun, 
cotton, tobacco, soybean oil and sunflowerseed exports. Such declines have 
been only partially offset by value gains in exports of soybeans, soybean 
meal, livestock and products, dairy products, poultry products, corn gluten 
feed, wheat flour and some individual product groups within the horticultural 
products complex. 


U.S. agricultural imports for October-May 1986 came to $14.3 billion, 
up 6 percent from the October-May 1985 total. Imports for May 1986 totaled 
$2.01 billion, 20 percent above May 1985. The overall net surplus of 
agricultural trade during October—May 1986 amounted to $4.8 billion, down 52 
percent from a net surplus of $10.0 billion during the same period a year 
earlier. 

U.S. agricultural trade experienced a deficit for May 1986 of $152 ~ 
million. This situation strays from the long standing surplus situation for 
U.S. agriculture and is the first such occurrence since August 1971 when 
exports were delayed by a longshoremen's strike. Except for deficits during 
strikes, exports have been in surplus since September 1959. The May 1986 
deficit can be attributed to various factors; among the more obvious are 
stepped up imports of coffee and fresh vegetables (especially tomatoes) and 
deferred exports due to the speculation of foreign buyers that the new farm 
bill will cause market prices to drop because of proposed lower loan rates.
